their valiant flghtlhg. 
Battling ahoulder to ohowHer over 
a front of six mile* 
from 
Vinly, 
which lies just to tho north-west of 
VeufHy-La-Poterie, to Boureaches, the 
Americans and French have captur­ 
ed the towna af Veuilky-La-Poterie 
and Boureschea and also made pro- 
gross ail along th* front. Previously 
Torcy had fallen into the hands of 
the Americana. 
Nowhere on this battle line have the 
Germans bees able to stay the ef­ 
forts af tho Allied troops, although 
they have fought with great tenacity. 
The marines everywhere have de­ 
clined to take a backward step, going 
forward against the enemy even when 
he had superiority in numbers. 
Close pressed, the marines ha vs 
given the Germans a taste of cold 
steel, even in the face of machine-gun 
fire; surrounded, they have fought 
their way through the gray-coated 
lines with their bayonets. 
From all accounts there has been no 
part of the game of modern warfare 
in which the men from overseas have 
not excelled tho enemy. 
The losses to the enemy thus far 
are declared to have been extremely 
heavy, and the terrain they have lost 
is considered of high strategic value, 
in as much as it is on that part of 
the battlefront through which the Ger­ 
mans had hoped to crush their way 
forward and attain an open road to 
Paris. The casualties of the enemy 
were particularly severe during the 
street fighting in Bouresches, where 
the Americans pushed him back step 
by step. 
The plans of the American com­ 
mand did not include the capture of 
Torcy, but when the marinas reach­ 
ed the objective a aligned to them their 
ardor for battle could not be restrain­ 
ed, and they kept on until the village 
was in their hands.

Cape May, N. Y., June 8—Nineteen 
members (rf the crew of the Norwe­ 
gian steamship Vinland, Porto Rico, 
for an Atlantic port with a cargo of 
sugar, were landed at Cape May Point 
late yesterday, their ship having been 
sunk by a German submarine 65 miles 
off the Virginia Capes last Wednes­ 
day evening.

PALM LEAF FANS 
I KIDDIES EAGER 
WILL BE SCARCE 
FOR THE CIRCUS 


Save your Old Ones for New 
Fans will be Difficult to Get, 
is Warning. 


Among all the threatened faminei 
brought about by war conditions, a 
palm-leaf fan famine is to be expect­ 
ed, according to a report from Consul 
General George E. Anderson, Hong­ 
kong, China. 
"One of the line* of export of some 
moment from Hongkong to the United 
States which has been temporarily de­ 
stroyed by high freight rates and the 
high exchange value of silver is that 
of palm-leaf fans”, says Mr. Ander­ 
son. 
“Only 157 package* of these 
fans were exported to the United 
States in 1917 as compared with 5,028 
in 1916 and 16,571 in 1915. Th© com­ 
mon fans are simply the trimmed leaf 
and stem of the ordinary small palm 
which grows wild in most districts of 
South China, if ii is allowed to do so, 
but usually for the fan trade is grown 
in low-lying grounds in the San Wui 
district of the Pearl River delta in 
Kwangtung Province—one of the four 
districts from which most of the Chin­ 
ese in the United States originally 
emigrate. 
When thus cultivated or 
grown the palms ar# thickly sown, 
varying, according to methods follow­ 
ed, from 5,000 to 10,000 plants to an 
acre, the fewer the plants the better 
the return in high-grade leaves. 
“It requires about seven years to 
grow the palms to the size necessary 
for good fan leaves and after that 
they furnish an annual crop indefinite­ 
ly, the Chinese stating that the trees 
live for hundreds of years, producing 
their annual crop. 
An old tree wiW 
produce leaves as large as 5 feet in 
length with a breadth just above the 
lower end of perhaps three feet.”

The day of wide variety and range 
of choice in foods served at hotels is 
passing, if the recommendations now 
being made by the United States Food 
Administration are put 
into effect. 
The Food Administration is asking 
all hotels to reduce their menus and, 
as far as possible, to cut out all of 
the foods that are needed for over­ 
seas shipment. 
When the new plan 
of operation is working, it is expect­ 
ed, most of the hotels will be serving 
“regular luncheons”, the choice 
of 
foods narrowed to a few comrnodi- 
ties; 
on the order 
of table 
d’hote 
meals. 
John McE. Bowman, 
who 
is in 
charge of the Food A dm inistration’s 
work with public eating places, has 
sent the following telegram to his re­ 
presentatives in every State: 
“In view of the necessity of steady 
progress to much simplified hotel liv­ 
ing and with the growth of national 
demands fo r food conservation, labor, 
and th rift generally, it seems to me 
that the time has arrived when the 
hotels and restaurants of the country 
can quite well simplify their entire 
cuisine by a reduction in numbers of 
items on the menus. 
“The Food Administrate*. (Toes not 
pretend th at this can be done authori­ 
tatively under the law, but believes 
that the co-operation of the hotels and 
restaurants of the U nitei States in 
such measures has been so fully and 
loyally given in the past that the sug­ 
gestions herein contained will be fol­ 
lowed. 
If the alternative dishes now 
offered to customers on each menu 
can be greatly reduced it will decrease 
the labor re f ir e d in preparation, the 
stocks required in reserve, and the 
waste arising therefrom. 
A varia­ 
tion in menus from day to day will 
offer in the end the same variety and 
secure the above benefits. 
A casual 
perusal of representative menus 
of 
leading hotels would seem to me to in­ 
dicate th at from 50 to IOO items could 
be eliminated. 
“ During the months of June, July, 
and August we are extremely anxious 
to secure a reduction of fresh beef 
consumption in order to m aintain the

Ambitious Plan. 


Food and dairy products from large 
areas in each State that hitherto have 
been inaccessible to the larger cities 
because of lack of transportation fa­ 
cilities, will be made available in the 
future according to the plans of the 
Highway Transport Committee of the 
Council of National Defense. The in­ 
vestigations of the Highway Trans­ 
port Comm ttee upon the operation of 
rural motor truck lines over the high­ 
ways surrounding the population cen­ 
ters demonstrated several important 
war advantages from the establish­ 
ment of this service. 


In every section studied where such 
service is in effect, farmers invariably 
have increased the variety and quan­ 
tity of the r production. The existing 
farm labor supply 
is 
greatly 
con­ 
served by relieving the farmer of the 
task of haufing their 
products 
to 
market. The investigation shows that 
in some places the hauling done by j of 
five mea with wagons can be done by 
one man with a truck at many times 
the speed. 
Additional food is also 
made available by tapping the farm 
communities which have no other good 
shipping facilities. Much of this ad­ 
ditional food hi now either wasted or 
deteriorated because of poor shipping 
facilities. 
This plan was inaugurated

large scale for the National Capital 
on May 4. 
The rural motor express 
development comes about for Wash­ 
ington and the surrounding territor­ 
ies, through the efforts off District 
Food Administrator Wilson with the 
help of the Highway Transport Com­ 
mittee of the Council of National De­ 
fense.

Moment's Daisy Saves Red Triangle 
Man From Doath by 8holl—Ex­ 
periences That Ara Tast 
for Real Man. 


Washington.—Bursting 
shells 
are 
everyday, everyhour experiences in 
the lives of all soldiers and Y. M. C. 
A. workers anywhere within 25 miles 
of the Boche guns. Dr. George Louis 
Meylan, who baa just returned from 
France where be was engaged in rec* 
reatlon work for the Y. M. O. A., 
threw some strong light on the con­ 
ditions under which all persona back 
of the trenches live—and die. He had 
been asked to tell some specific in­ 
stances of "Y” workers under fire in 
first-line trenches. 
‘Those over here who have not been 
in the war zone most forget their old- 
time ideas of warfare and its dan­ 
gers,” said Doctor Meylan. 
“Forget 
this old ides of open fighting, with 
troops battling across a plain the size 
of a large athletic field. 
Modern ar­ 
tillery shoots for miles and Is always 
shooting. 
Every person within 20 
miles of the trenches is under fire 
practically all of the time, yet the re­ 
ports do not call this a battle. 
The 
reports announce T he artillery was 
active,' and that means shells any­ 
where five to twenty-five miles back 
of the trenches. 
Dodge Shells Constantly. 
•*Early In April the Germans made 
night raids and their airplanes were 
active In bombing. 
Two of ray or­ 
ganizers were visiting camps eight or 
ten 
miles 
back 
of 
the front-line 
trenches. 
The Germans kept up the 
bombardment for three days during 
which time those 'Y’ men were dodg­ 
ing shells constantly. 
“On the second day they were In a 
Foyer de Soldat—one of the soldiers’ 
recreation huts provided by the French 
with ‘Y* men in charge—when, within 
five minutes two shells struck, one a 
few yards away. the other hitting the 
hut. The *Y’ men were thrown down 
by 
the 
concussion. 
It 
seemed 
a 
miracle they were not hit, for soldiers 
were killed and wounded all around 
them. 
“It Is strange that although we have 
only about one woman worker to every 
hundred men workers, not a single 
‘Y’ man hod been killed np to the 
time I left France, whereas Hun shells 
had killed two of our women workers, 
Miss Crandon and Miss Winona M ar­ 
tin. 
“In a certain woods the shells were 
dropping so thickly that the French 
commander ordered our men to aban­ 
don their huts. 
As the order was not 
received until evening, a ‘Y* man of 
my acquaintance decided not to leave 
until next morning as he wished to 
take his stuflT. 
Next morning he was 
approaching the hut when a French 
officer stopped him to exchange fare­ 
wells. 
This took little more than a 
minute, and the Red Triangle worker 
•tarted on his way when a shell ex­ 
ploded on the path near the hut at the 
point where he would have been had 
he not been detained. 
Close Calls Every Day. 
“Rome ‘Y’ workers are having h a!^ 
breadth escapes every day, not every 
man every day, but each In his time 
with a regularity to Justify saying 
some men every day. 
Eight of our 
men with the Canadians have been 
killed, and we cannot expect to escape 
unscathed. 
They 
work 
from 
six 
o'clock In the morning until eleven 
o’clock at night, seven days a week, 
with a week off every three months— 
and tnan.v never take their week off. 
On one occasion of which I know the 
workers were up at three o’clock In 
the morning with hot coffee to warm 
the French soldiers coming In after 
a three-mile wade through mud and 
rain. 
Those Poilus appreciated th a t 
“Many of our workers slept on the 
ground In zero weather this winter, 
with nothing but a blanket between 
them and the frozen earth, and with 
no shelter hut a hut made often of 
green lumber which warped, letting 
In Icy blasts. A test for a real man. 
“I 
went 
forward 
toward 
the 
trenches to meet the American sol­ 
diers coming back after their baptism 
of fire at Chemin des Dames and they 
were all eagerness for more. 
The 
Germans 
had 
sent 
picked 
troops 
against them, their strongest men In 
brand new equipment, to Impress the 
•Americans 
that 
Germany 
had 
an 
abundance 
of 
everything, 
material 
and robust men. Quite a contrast to 
the Ill-equipped emaciated men the 
French had 
taken prisoners. 
The 
Americans gave such good account of 
themselves In 
this 
fight 
that 
the 
French could not praise them enough." 
Foreign Demand for Our Chemicals. 
There Is ex-ery Indication that perma­ 
nent markets are being steadily gained 
by American manufacturers of chemi­ 
cal products in all (tarts of the world, 
remarks Popular Mechanics Magazine. 
In the first nine months of 1917 the 
total exports in this line were $141,- 
000.000, as compared with $121,000,000 
In the corresponding period In 1910, 
and $54,000,000 in the first three quar­ 
ters of 1915. 
In connection with this 
rapid expansion, atudents of foreign 
commerce are pointing out the neeos- 
aity of making our export goods ab- 
jiolutely reliable In purity and strength. 
Even alight carelessness In these par­ 
ticulars would do Incalculable harm at 
this time.

AN ORDINANCE 
Providing 
for the license of cir­ 
cuses, menageries, side-shows, flying- 
horses, 
theatrical exhibitions, 
mov- 
ing-pieture 
shows, 
etc.; 
butchers, 
bakers, eke.; peddlers, hawkers and 
transit merchants; and penalties for 
violations. 
Section 1—JBe it enacted and or­ 
dained 
by the Burgess 
and 
Town 
Council 
of the Borough 
of Gettys­ 
burg, Adams County, Pennsylvania, 
and it is hereby enacted and ordain­ 
ed by authority 
of the same, 
that 
from and after 
the passage of this 
ordinance, unless a license has been 
previously obtained 
and 
payment 
therefor made 
as prescribed in sub­ 
section A to G inclusive, it shall be 
unlawful for any person, firm or cor­ 
poration, whether principal or agent, 
to 
A—Show, exhibit or run a circus, 
menagerie, side-show, 
flying-horses, 
merry-go-round, 
theatrical 
exhibi­ 
tion or moving-picture show, except 
upon payment of license fees as fol­ 
lows; Circuses or menageries each 40 
Dollars per day, or combined 40 Dol­ 
lars per day; side shows, IO dollars 
per day; flying 
horses or merry-go- 
rounds each one 15 dollars per day; 
moving-picture 
shows IO cents per 
seat per year, and for similar amuse­ 
ments where 
admission is 
charged 
the same rates per day as those above 
mentioned which they 
most 
nearly 
resemble. 
B—Offer for sale goods, wares or 
merchandise from any fixed or tem ­ 
porary stand, 
wagon, cart or other 
vehicle remaining in practically the 
same location longer than 15 minutes 
except on m arket days and in m ar­ 
ket spaces or any other location on 
the square, streets, 
lanes, alleys or 
other public places within said Bor­ 
ough, except upon the payment of a 
license of 5 dollars per day, $15 per 
year. Provided, that whenever in the 
opinion of the Burgess it would be 
unsafe or prejudicial to the interest 
of the public to have said stands, wa­ 
gons, carts, and vehicles in or on the 
public square or in or on any of the 
four main streets within two squares 
of the public square, he may refuse a 
license unless so restricted, and any 
persons violating any terms of a re- 
' stricted license shall 
be held 
and 
I deemed to have no license at all. 
j 
€ —Enter into or engage in a tran­ 
sient business in this Borough for the 
sale of any goods, wares or merchan­ 
dise whatsoever, whether the same 
shall be represented or advertised, in 
whole or the greater part, to consist 
of the goods of any bankrupt, assig­ 
nee, receiver, or a person, firm or cor­ 
poration about to go out of business 
or good* that have been damaged in 
any way, except upon the payment of 
a license fee of two hundred dollars 
for each calendar month or fraction 
thereof. 
By transient business is meant all 
foreign dealers, their agents and em­ 
ployees, having no permanent place of 
business within the Borough, but tem­ 
porarily engaged in selling merchan­ 
dise, either by wholesale or by retail. 
The license provided for In this sec­ 
tion shall be issued by the Treasurer 
of the Borough. 
Section 2—All licenses provided for 
in this Ordinance shall be issued by 
the Burgess, except that in sub-sec­ 
tion C. and the fees therefore paid 
to the Borough Treasurer, who shall 
give written receipts therefore which 
shall be exhibited to the Burgess be­ 
fore any licenses are actually issued. 
Section 3—All persons, firms or 
corporations, their agents, 
or 
em­ 
ployees, violating the provisions of 
this Ordinance shall be subject to a 
fine for the use of the Borough ac­ 
cording to the following schedule, and 
which shall be collected as fines of 
like amount are now by law recover­ 
able, or in default thereof imprisoned 
as indicated: 
Violating the provisions of sub-sec­ 
tion A and B, a fine cf not less than 
$25 nor more than $50, and in default 
of payment thereof the offender shall 
be imprisoned in the Borough Lock-up 
not less than I or more than 30 days. 
Violating the provisions of sub-sec­ 
tion C, proper information shall be 
made before a Justice of the Peace 
charging the offender with a misde­ 
meanor and upon conviction in Court 
a sentence asked to be imposed of not 
to exceed $25 for each day the busi­ 
ness was conducted without a license. 
Section 4—Nothing in this Ordi­ 
nance contained shall be construed as 
applying to any farmer who sells his 
own produce in or about the streets 
of the Borough, except that he may 
not locate his wagon, cart or 
other 
vehicle in violation of the 
proviso 
in sub-section B. 
Section 5—AH ordinances or part 
of ordinances inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 
Enacted and ordained into an Ordi­ 
nance ibis 4th day of June, 1918.
